Sherman arrived hero Tuesday morning. A 
reception was tendered tho distinguished vis- 
itor by tho Morton club Tuesday afternoon. 
At night ho opened tho campaign with a 
speech to a very largo audience at the I'alais 
i-iiik. 


Mr. Sherman devoted most of his speech to 


a criticism of tho present administration. In 
this connection he said:

Judgo John IV. 'U'oscott, of Camdcn, was 


selected as temporary chairman. Ho coun- 
selal moderation in tho truo spirit of Democ- 
racy, ivith a view to tlio best Interests of tho 
party, and paid a handsomo tribute to the 
memory of Samuel J. Tilden, _ to ivhom ho 
IK>iutcd OS an example o£ a patriot who had 
laid aside personal considerations for tho 
good of his country. Tlio two great questions 
Co bo solved In this country, ho said, were 
taxation and tho relations between capital 
und labor. 
In this connection, his allusion to 


Governor Abbott as tho promoter of tho liest 
syitem of taxation known in tho United 
Spates, elicited loud applause. 


A resolution eulogizing tho memory of 


Samuel J. Tilden was unanimously adopted. 
After Lho appointment of tho various com- 
mittees, the convention took a recess iiropai'O- 
toiy to tho permanent organi7.ation. 


"U'hen tho convention reassembled nt 2:10 


o'clock, Hon. Allen L. HcDormott, of Hud- 
sou, was elected pormancnt chairman and 
tlio iJcrmanent organization was completed. 
Chairman McDcrmotb spoko briefly against 
corporate monopoly and aggressive capital, 
and in favor of organized labor. 


Tbo committee on resolutions reported n 


platform, wliich was was adopted, and wlik-h 
expresses regret at tho recent doatb. of many 
great Americans—generals and statesmen— 
including Grant, McClellan, Hendricks, Jlan- 
coclc, Seymour and TUden; indorses the ad- 
ministration of Governor Abbott; condcums 
tho importation of convict and pauper labor; 
applauds tho efforts of tho Democratic house 
of representatives to restore public lands 
voted by Republican congresses to railroad 
corporations; commends popular education; 
sympathizes with labor in its contest with 
capital; favors a reduction of tho public, debt 
and emphasizes tbo heroic work o£ Gladstone 
tnd Purncll in their struggle to secure tho 
natural right ol self-government for the Irish 
peopla 


Nominations for governor were then de- 


clared in ordor, and when tho namo of Judgo 
Uobert F, Green, of Essex, was mentioned 
tho choora that greeted it foretold tho result 
ot tho ballot. Kufus lilodgett, of Jlonmouth, 
and ha!f a dozen others were put forward 
and the ballot was begun, but before it was 
concluded it was ovidont that Judgo Green 
was far in advance of all compotitai'S, and 
there was n general tiUinipede and a changing 
of votes in his favor. Ho hod received !««5 
vok«, being thirty-five moro than ainajurity, 
jninst H3 for Blodgott. Judge Green's nomi- 
nation was thon made unanimous, the band 
Ivgan to play, tho convention adjourned, and 
the Democratic statesmen dispersed with 
cheers.

ST. Louis, Sept. 20.— Advices from the 


southwestern coast ot Texas, particularly in 
the region of the mouth of tho Rio G rande, 
and from sonio interior points, give accounts 
of a great raiu storm and much destruction of 
property during tho past week. 


From the 21st to tho .2Sd a tremendous 


rain storm and hurricane swept over the 
vicinity ot Brownsville, Tex., including 
Matamoras.

hour. 


Over 200 houses in Brownsville were blowii 


down and a largo number damaged, render- 
ing homeless somo 300 families. 


In Matamoras ever 300 houses were leveled 


and many Injured. 


The entire roar part of the city, embracing 


over thirty blocks, was flooded to tho depth 
of from three to eight feet, nnd the people 
living thero were rescued with the greatest 
difficulty. 
AJ1 telegraph lines were blown 


down, ami tho Rio (Jrando and tho Mata-. 
moros and Monterey railroads wore washed 
out, and traffic has not yet been restored. . 


All the surrour.dingcoun try was inundated, 


many houses blown down, and crops do-1 


stroyed. 


Thero is great suffering in both Jfatamoraa' 


and Brownsville. In tho latter placu fully ' 
150 families ore destitute, mid in tho forrnar 
100 families aro homeless and in want. Belief, 
measures have been adopted, and a largo: 
amount of food and money has been raised 
and is being distributed. 


At Point Isabel tho quarantine station was 


swept away antl other damage dono.

A four-masted steamer was wrecked fifty

At any rate, considerable anxiety Is felt. 
Extra precautions were taken Tuesday night 
by a largo number of persons in tho way of 
getting safo places to sleep, and many went 
to bed with their boots on. 


Advices ivero received horo Tuesday from

ft careful analysis of somo formations of crust 
takon from tho different goysors at Somer- 
vilh) and Charleston, S, C., by a represent- 
ative of tho United Press, and says tho state- 
ments of inhabitants thoro that they smclled 
sulphur about tho geysers and saw, sulphur 
smoko issuing from tlio fissures is erroneous. 
He declares that thoro was not tho slightest 
trace, of sulphur, either .in the fissures or 
about the deposits of tho geysers. Hero is 
his analysis of tho crust taken, from tho earth 
about the geysers, nnd having tho appear- 
ance of fino bluo clay, with a body of blue 
sand, romarkabl}' clear and lino: Silicate ot 
potassium, eilicate of sodium, silicate, of 
aluminum, traces of oxide of iron, and cal- 
cium sulphates.

Under the 
rules of the board nnd tolograph company 
the firm must not communicate Mio markets 
to any one. In fact, the speculators of n 
town all "chip in" to pay for them, and they 
all know "just how she is going." 


Let mo introduce you'who havo rot been 


initiated into tho oftlco of ono of these llrms 
at 10:80 a. in. It loolts as thouglrtho major- 
ity of tho well-to-do farmers of tbo saiTound- 
ing country wero patrons of that grain firm. 
The other dealers havo dropped in a moment 
Or sent a clerk. Tho men about town who 
have money to invest ore well represented. 
You will wonder what is going on; but no- 
tice tho yellow message sheet that passes 
from hand to hand and listen to the asides 
You will hoar more about the certainty o£ 
wheats going up than you supposed an ex- 
poiter know about it. Don't get scared anc 
lay in sii months' supply of flour, for it 
probably will be cheaper. Tho country spec 
ulator is most always a bull, nnd tho way to 
get his horns in is to put prices down. 


IT LOOKS SO INNOCENT. 


This description applies to every town ol 


2,000 inhabitants throughout tho west, 
ir 


tho larger cities there is a brunch ollico of 
some commission flrm or bucket shop whcro 
they handle more money than nine out OL ten 
of tho legitimate business firms. la it gam- 
bling? Yes, in its worst form, because it 
looks so innocent to tho now beginner. Noth- 
ing is bought or sold nor ia there any pre- 
tense of buying or selliug between tho trans- 
actors. They simply bet on the future price 
of tho corn or wheat which tbey nominally 
buy or sell. 
Tho old nnd most always 


"busted" speculator explains to his victim 
how by tho system of margins ho con control 
thousands of bushels of grain with a fe^v hun- 
dred dollars. Then ho offers to take him into 
a deal. It is a suro thiug, and tho profits, as 
seen through his magnifying imagination, 
arc immo.'iio. Tho gudgeon takes tlio bftlt 
and puts up tho monoy. As ho don't Imow 
much about tho business, his "partner" does 
the trading, In most coses his money is all 
that goes into tho deal, aud if they win he 
never knows it 


Meantime ho has been studying the methods 


of grain gambling. This successful invest- 
ment upon his "judgment" makes Lim tho 
smartest man in town in his own estimation, 
Tho worst o" it is that it is not like a cose of 
ths measles—ho never gets over it. 


I will rolate a few typical instances. Their 


portraits will bo recognized in almost every 
loinlet in tho land. A man who owned one 
of tho best farms in Illinois has lost over 
5100,000 within tho lost fifteen years. Yet ho 
cnows that ho can get it all back, and more 
x>o, if ho can only raise the money to invest. 
Such is the hallucination of this gamo that 
few over quit with a dollar. Nor do they, lil;o 
Joaquln Miller, learn a lesson from their ci- 
^rienco with the boards.

Most all 
of tho country grain merchants fail bocauso 
thoy aro drawn into this maelstrom. To b 
owing debts contracted in dealing in options 
and doing business under another man's name 
has ceased to bo even spoken of in tho grai 
trade. It is looked upon as something to b 
expected. Tho country always loses. Why 
Every country dealer u a 11 nn believer i 
higher prices for all produce.
